TRICKS. 


The JOURNAL has never wilfully 


misrepresented, or (lone aught that 
would in any manner injure the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad, unless for good 
cause shown. We have not abused 
them because it was a gigantic cor- 
poration or from the fact that the 
men who carried through such a 
great undertaking hod amassed im 
mense wealth, which was taken from 
the Qovernment or State. "We have 
always given the railroad proper 
•credit for the good deeds it has done. 
We have fought them only on the 
ground of their oppressive exactions 
unjust discriminations, and refusal 
•to contribute their fair share of the 
'burdens of the county, State and 
'Government. And the course of this 
journal will be sustained by the peo- 
ple. 
It has just come to our knowl- 


edge that the railroad company are 
still plying their nefarious practice 
of discrimination. 
In conversation 


yesterday with a merchant from Sur- 
prise Valley we were informed that 
freight from San Francisco destined 
to that valley was shipped to Redding, 
on the Oregon road, for $12, or to 
Winnemucca on the Central road for 
$18 per ton, while on the same freight 
if it was intended for Reno, the rate 
•would be $28 per ton. Winnemuooa 
is 170 miles further east on the line 
than Reno, yet the railroad company 
carry freight to that place at $10 per 
ton less. There can be no other mo- 
tive than to injure this town. All the 
freight for this northern country of 
right belongs to this place, but the 
railroad discriminates against us, 
and it is diverted into other channels, 
much to the inconvenience of those 
who are compelled to pay for this 
freak of the corporation. Such ac- 
tion from a company who revel in 
luxuries furnished by the people is 
(Contemptible, is so low and mean 
•that there nro not words in the Eng- 
lish language to do it justice. And 
we have only this to say: If the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad Company intend 
to continue to unjustly discriminate 
against this town and county; if they 
propose to injure us at every oppor- 
tunity that is afforded them, why we 
•want to know it. And then let there 
be no more concessions or compro- 
jnises. If the people are not able to 
•cope with a corporation, we want this 
country converted into a despotic 
monarchy without delay, and we will 
stand in for Grant for a tenth term if 
necessary .

OCR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The subject of Catholicism as re- 


lated to our educational interests 
was discussed exhaustively by Dr. 
Patterson, pastor of the First Pres- 
byter ial Church, Stockton street. San 
Francisco, from his pulpit last Sun- 
day morning. He sounded an alarm 
which was intended to awaken great- 
er watchfulness among Protestant 
citizens. He presented an array of 
facts in support of the allegation that 
the Pope has deeply-laid designs 
mpon our whole school system. In 
proof he read from the Papal Sylla- 
bus of 1866, showing that the agents 
of His Holiness weft invested with 
.an espionage over the discipline, 
course of study and selection of 
teachers in the public schools. The 
Decent legislation in Now York, plac- 
ing such power in the order of Grey 
Jtfnns, and the more recent distribu- 
tion of ballots in New Jersey churches 
shows how the spirit of this edict 
woe being carried out. 
Private 


schools also were placed by Popish 
tbnll under Catholic surveillance. 
The press was trammeled by the at- 
tempts to expunge the anti-Catholic 
rtnntimenta from the text-books. Li- 
braries and Institutes werepatroled 
by Jesuitical censors, and the rights 
of free speech interrupted, as seen in 
ihe Goibord cose. The reverend gen- 
,-tleman drew a picture of the differ- 
ence in education in Protestant and 
•Catholie countries. The figures gave 
1 to 6 attending school in Protestant 
"Enrope, while Spain had but 1 to 
300. He closed bis lecture by an ap- 
g>eal to American citizens to learn 
•wisdom from Spain, Mexico and Ire- 
land. This is the first of a course of 
lectures which the Doctor proposes 
to gire on Sabbath mornings. 


KAST1CJIN NEVADA. 


A person who has never visited the 


eastern portion of this State has but 
a faint idea rf what a. great country 
it promises to be. It has often been 
sneeringly referred to as the "Great 
East," and people who kncnv nothing 
of its resources, have formed the im- 
pression that it is a barren, desolate 
waste, in keeping with their preju- 
dices. 
When you come to examine 


the subject you are at once unde- 
ceived. In Eastern Nevada there are 
many prosperous and growing towns; 
there are beautiful valleys, well wat 
ered and producing all that arable 
land con be mode to produce; there 
aro many rich mines, and the mining 
industry in that section has received 
an impetus which will surely develop 
a hundred valuable ledges; the cli- 
mate is as salubrious as anywhere on 
the Coast; living is cheap, and East- 
ern Nevada presents equally as good 
inducements for immigrants as any 
part of California. It is a section of 
territory that is growing, and all the 
notoriety it has acquired up to this 
date has been fairly earned. We 
think that next year will bring it 
into greater prominence than ever, 
and that many who now know com- 
paratively little about it will see it in 
all its grandeur. 
Its bullion ship- 


ments will astonish many and gain 
for it an enviable reputation. Its 
agricultural and grazing lands will 
be sought after at almost any price. 
Its towns will have assumed com* 
manding importance, and its pioneers 
will chuckle with delight over the 
prospects. We have not drawn the 
picture too highly; in fact we doubt 
very much if we have colored it suf- 
ficiently. The future does indeed 
look bright and it affords us much 
satisfaction to record the things of 
which we have spoken concerning the 
unknown portion of our State.
